The FY ’10 audit was
completed in November. Our revenues
from FY’09 were up about $50,000.00.
This was mainly attributable to
increases in real property and income
taxes as well as new home permitting
fees, developer contributions, and
amusement taxes. Total revenue would
have been more but this year’s
amusement tax while more than last
year, was $33,892.00 lower than we
predicted in our budget. This is due to
the bad economy.

Likewise expenses were up
about $9,000.00 from last year. This is
mainly attributable to snow and ice
removal from last year’s storms.
